Report of the Supreme Council to the 
Fifth Grand Chapter. 



The First Convention was held at Philadelphia in 1895; 
the Second, at Buffalo, in 1898; the Third, at Detroit, in 1901, 
and the Fourth, at St. Louis, in 1904. 

At each of these conventions much important legislation was 
adopted, which has resulted for the great good of Psi Omega. 

As our order has kept growing with unprecedented speed, 
new sections of the country becoming represented by new chap- 
ters yearly, and the membership roll steadily increasing, new 
problems have presented themselves that have required all the 
ingenuity and energy X)t the Supreme Council to handle. That 
these problems have been satisfactorily disposed of in the main, 
the increasing success of Psi Omega indicates; and that the 
efforts of the Supreme Council have been fully appreciated by 
the chapters and brethren, has been plainly manifested by the 
loyal support given by the chapters, and the numerous evidences 
of fraternal regard bestowed upon the members of the Supreme 
Council, wherever they have been brought closely in touch with 
Psi Omegas all over this broad country of ours. The scope of 
this report does not permit an enumeration of the honors and 
courtesies that have been extended to us, but if it did, it would 
require the name of every chapter to be included. 

These expressions of fraternal love and loyalty have been 
an encouragement that amply repays your Councilors for the 
many labors they are perforce required to perform, and which 
no one can fully appreciate who has not had experience, in an 
executive capacity, in the management and upbuilding of so 
great an organization as Psi Omega has become. 

Psi Omega was organized in 1892, in the Baltimore College 
of Dental Surgery, the oldest dental college in the world. Like

most fraternities, at first her growth was slow, so that in 1895 
Psi Omega numbered but three chapters: 

Alpha, at the Baltimore College of Dental 

Surgery: 
Beta, at the New York College of Dentistry: 
Gamma, at the Pennsylvania College of Dental 

Surgery. 

The total enrollment t)f members was two hundred or less. 

To-day, after but fifteen years of existence, Psi Omega num- 
bers fifty chapters, of which thirty-eight are active and twelve 
alumni; and from two hundred members, she has grown to 
. over four thousand four hundred in number, and outranks any of 
her rival organizations, as may be seen by reference to The 
Frater, Volume 5, Number 1. 

A summary sht)ws the following chapters to have been or- 
ganized since the St. Louis Convention: 

Gamma Iota, Gamma Kappa, Gamma Lambda, 
Gamma Mu, Gamma Nu, Sealth Alumni, Cleve- 
land Alumni, Portsmouth Alumni and Buffalo 
Alumni. 

Gamma Iota was organized October 25, 1904, at the Southern 
Dental College, Atlanta, Georgia, by Brother D. L. Hill of Tau.

Plerson, W. C. Hodnett, and J. A. Broach. Brother Boykin was 
the first Grand Master of the chapter, and now ranks as he^ 
first delegate to the Grand Chapter, for we have not only the 
honor, but the pleasure, of his presence with us. 

Gamma Kappa was organized November 17, 1905, at the 
Dental Department of the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, 
by Brother H. E. Friesell. The Charter Members are — C. V.

G. H. Smith, R. Evans, G. Katner, L. Drake, and J. Anson. 

Gamma Lambda was organized April 17, 1906, at the College 
of Dental and Oral Surgery of New York City, by Brother Wm.

D. B. Thompson, R. W. Specht, A. F. Bauer. F. E. Pierce, W. G. 
Vail, E. M. Graham, F. L. Cary, J. D. Street, and R. H. McLeod. 

Gamma Mu was organized April 30, 190G, at the University 
of Iowa, by Brother E. E. Belford, Beta Gamma. The Charter 
Members are — C. A. Stout, C. L. Hunsiker, C. DeBey, A. T. 
Stockdale, C. L. Heit, E. V. Denault, F. T. Daly, F. W. Schwin, 
A. R. Hamm, and H. S. Davis. 

Those prominent In the organization of these four chapters 
have, it is not strange to say, demonstrated their energy and 
ability in other lines as well: 
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Brother Hill has been elected Prof, of Physiology at the 
Southern Dental College; 

Brother C. V. Smith has gone to Europe to practice; 

Brother Gutelius is practicing in China, and is in charge 
of a deputation lot)king to the organization of the first 
dental college in the Flowery Kingdom; 

Brother Edward E. Belford has been elected to the professor- 
ship of Prosthetic Dentistry in the Western Reserve 
University, Cleveland, Ohio. 

Gamma Nu was organized November 26, 1906, at the Dental 
Department of Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tennessee, by 
Brother Friesell.

We would suggest that all new business to be brought before 
the convention be stated at this first session, and be referred to 
the proper committee for consideration. 

Some of the important matters that should receive the con- 
sideration of the Grand Chapter are — ^the desirability and or- 
ganization of State Chapters; more strict drawing t)f member- 
ship lines; desirability or non-desirability of associate member- 
ship; resignation from honorary membership; provision for 
establishing chapter houses; closer Alumni supervision of chap- 
ter houses; organization of County Dental Societies, looking to 
a consideration of dental laws and interchange of license between 
states, and to fair examining boards and rules; greater fraternal 
intercourse among Psi Omegas; resolutions on the deaths of 
Brother R. H. Pierce and Hony. Brother J. Bond Littig. 
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THE FIFTH GRAND CHAPTER. 

The Fifth Grand Chapter was called to order at 10:30 a. m., 
July 29, 1907, at the Hotel Hyser, Minneapolis, Minn., by .Supreme 
Councilor Friesell. Brother Friesell was elected grand master 
of the chapter and Brother Edwin P. James was elected secretary. 

The Grand Chapter then listened to the reading of the report 
of the Supreme Council, which was a concise exposition of the 
progress of Psi Omega since the Fourth Grand Chapter meeting. 

Roll call showed delegates from the following chapters pres- 
ent: Gamma, Delta, Epsilon, Zeta, Eta, Theta, Nu, Omicron, 
Beta Sigma, Sigma, Tau, Phi, Chi, Psi, Beta Alpha, Beta Delta, 
Gamma Iota, Gamma Kappa, Gamma Mu, and Gamma Nu. 

Reports were then heard from delegates in reference to con- 
ditions existing at each chapter, and various perplexing problems 
were brought before the Grand Chapter. 

The chair then announced the appointment of the following 
committees, the first named of each being its chairman: 

Fraternity, Finance and Auditing — H. W. Heckel, Roy

Considerable business was transacted at the morning session, 
and it was 12:30 p. m.,- before the members began to realize that 
the internal man needed fuel; so an adjournment was taken un- 
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til 2:30. In the meantime the delegates grouped themselves ac- 
cording to committees so that they could discuss fraternity mat- 
ters during luncheon. 

The afternoon session was called to order at 2:30, the im- 
mediate business being the reports of general and special com- 
mittees. The afternt)on was taken up by the reports of these 
committees, some of which were complete while others were 
only partial reports. 

The Committee on Ritual and Physical Degree submitted the 
following report which was adopted: 

"We, the Committee on Ritual and Degree, after full discussion 
and debate, have arrived at the conclusion that this subject is 
entirely too weighty to be decided upon or gotten up In so short 
a time, and that the welfare and success of our fraternity depend 
largely upon the impressiveness of this work. We therefore 
recommend that the Supreme Council be authorized to offer a 
prize of One hundred dollars ($100.00) for the best Ritual, and 
a prize of One hundred dollars ($100.00) for the best Physical 
Degree rsubmitted; and that they decide this contest by calling 
a meeting of the Supreme Council, with whatever assistance they 
may need; this meeting to be held at a suitable place sometime 
within the next twelve months, and the accepted works to be 
published and put into use immediately. 

We further recommend that street degrees, parades, fancy 
dress on the street, and outside shows of any kind be eliminated 
from our work, because they have a tendency to lower the tone 
of the degree, the candidate thereby losing a great deal of the 
impressiveness of the work. 

We further recommend that each chapter be visited by a 
Supreme-Councilor, or duly authorized deputy, at least once a 
year, for the purpose 'of instructing the chapter members in the 
work and supervising the performance of the same." 

The Constitution was considered section by section, and good 
headway was made in hearing the report of this important com- 
mittee. It was long past seven o'clock before the chapter de- 
cided to cease work for the day. The boys stood the Tong strain of 
concentration of mind upon the work at hand without relaxation 
admirably, and some wanted to "get to work again after dinner," 
but wise counsel prevailed and it was decided to meet again the 
following morning at nine o'clock. Previous to adjourning, it was 
announced that the chapter would meet at the Kaiserhof, a place 
famed for its culinary achievements and quite Bohemian in 
character. Needless to say, all were on hand at the appointed 
hour and with "Daddy" Friesell presiding at the head of the long 
table. We were soon engaged in dispatching that which was 
most pleasing to our individual palates. If the crowd was a 
little noisy, it was merely an ebullition of Psi Omega comraderie. 
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After cigars and cigarettes were handed around, anecdote upon 
anecdote was related until the hour was quite late before the 
boys quit the impromptu banquet table. 

At nine o'clock on Tuesday m'orning, July 30, the boys were 
again assembled and ready to continue the work of the previous 
day. The minutes of the first day's sessions were read, and 
approved with slight alterations. 

Referring to cash prizes for a new Ritual and Physical De- 
gree, it was the 'opinion of all that no Ritual or Degree be ac- 
cepted unless they were marked improvements upon those in use. 

Committees, which had not made complete reports on the pre- 
ceding day, now reported in full and much time was taken up 
in thoroughly going over each report 

The following rules were adopted for Fraternity House 
Management: 

Rule 1. All unnecessary noise must cease at 8 p. m. 

Rule 2. Room rent and board payable one week in advance; 
if not paid in advance, one dollar per week extra. 

Rule 3. Property damaged 'or broken must be paid for by 
person or persons doing the damage. 

Rule 4. Study hours begin at 8 p. m. Absolute quietness, 
except on first floor. 

Rule 5. No gambling will be tolerated. 

Rule 6. No intoxicating liquors shall be permitted to be 
brought into the house. 

Rule 7. No ungentlemanly or boisterous conduct shall be 
permitted in any part of the house at any time. 

Rule 8. Thorough cleanliness and tidiness must be observed 
about the house. 

Rule 9. Garbage must be deposited in receptacle provided 
for that purpose. 

Rule 10. No person shall enter a room other than his own 
without flrst knocking; and if the rightful occupant or oc- 
cupants are known to be in, the person seeking admittance shall 
not force himself upon the occupants if no reply is given. 

Rule 11. Should the rightful occupants of the room desire 
to be alone, visitors must withdraw upon request. 

Rule 12. No person shall remove property from another 
person's room without the consent of the owner of said property. 

Rule 13. No person or persons shall lounge in a private 
room during absence of occupants. 

Rule 14. Members must maintain strict order in Chapter 
R'Oom. 

Rule 15. All disputes involving the management of house or 
the use of any part thereof, shall be referred to the House 
Committee. 
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Rule 16. Meals served during week days: 

Breakfast 7:30 to 9:00 a. m. 

Lunch 12:00 to 1:00 p. m. 

Dinner 6:00 to 7:00 p. m. 

Sundays. ^ 

Breakfast 8:00 to 9:30 a. m. 

Dinner 1:00 to 2:00 p. m. 

Lunch 6:30 to 7:00 p. m. 

Rule 17. Any person or persons having occasion to use the 
dining room or cooking utensils, must restore them to proper 
places, in proper condition. 

Rule 18. Any member violating any of the above rules shall 
be subject to a fine, and shall be brought before the H"Ouse Com- 
mittee at its regular monthly meeting. 

Rule 19. The decision of the House Committee shall be final 
in all matters pertaining to the conduct in the house, on the 
premises, or in the interpretation of the foregoing rules; pro- 
vided, however, that an appeal may be taken, at the next regular 
meeting t)f the house, from the committee's decision. 

Rule 20. The House Committee shall consist of two Seniors 
and two Juniors, one of whom does not live at the house and is 
Chairman of the committee. The meetings requiring the im- 
mediate attention of the committee can be called by members of 
the committee who live in the house. This committee is to be 
elected annually. 

Brother Kelley, the Beau Brummel 'of the Grand Chapter, in 
some manner wheedled from Brother Strauss a new hat band 
which Jacob Reed and Sons of Philadelphia procured especially 
for Zeta. Of course, Brother Strauss had not enough hat bands 
for all. This created envy and nearly thwarted Strauss in his 
pet desire to have this hat band adopted as the Official Psi Omega 
Band. The envious ones were finally mollified, and now the hat 
band originally made for Zeta is the Official Hat Band and can 
be procured for sixty cents from Supreme Councilor J. E. Nyce. 
The colors in the band are blue,* white, and black and are not 
nearly as loud as were the utterances of Kelley when he discovered 
that the panatorium operator had scorched his "ice cream" suit 
with a too hot iron. 

We regret that we cannot give the report t)f each committee 
in full, but space will not permit. Let it suffice to say that 
the members of the different committees did their work earnestly 
and only with a thought for the good of their fellows and the 
advancement of the fraternity. 

Late on Tuesday afternoon, the constitution as reported hav- 
ing been adopted, the next order of business was the election 
of Supreme Councilors for the six and three-year terms. 
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Brother Sherwood in well chosen words nominated Brother 
H. E. Friesell for the six-year term. The eloquent Boykin, 
whom so many of us have heard, warmly seconded the nomina- 
tion. The enthusiasm and general applause which greeted his 
closing remarks precluded any necessity for a ballot. There 
were no other nominations and the Secretary was instructed to 
cast the unanimous vote of the Grand Chapter for Brother H. 
E. Friesell for the six-year term. 

Nominations for the three-year term being now in order, 
Brother Heckel placed in nomination the name of Brother J. E. 
Nyce. There being no other nominations, the Secretary was in- 
structed to cast the unanimous vote of the Grand Chapter for 
Brother Nyce for the three-year term. 

Then pandemonium reigned, finally the newly elected Su- 
preme Councilors realized that they were due for oratorical stunts. 
Friesell, -who is a master of language and a finished talker 
responded at once, and in well chosen words thanked the Grand 
Chapter for the hX)nor conferred upon him, and saw in prospect 
a better and more perfect organization.

October 31, 1907, will long be remembered in the University 
College of Medicine, Dental Department, lt)cated in the city of 
Richmond, Virginia. The college is located in an old mansion 
formerly owned by Alexander H. Stephens, Vice-President of the 
Confederacy ; the home of Jefferson Davis is just across the street 
and is now used as a museum; and the handsome state Capitol, 
surrounded by a beautiful park, is in full view of the college. 

It was a red letter day for the fortunate students who, for 
the first time were to be enlightened concerning the mysteries of 
a Greek Letter Fraternity, when Brother Nyce stepped from the 
train. He was received with true Southern warm-heartedness by 
the prospective Psi Omegas. Coming as a stranger, he was made 
to feel thoroughly at home. Brother Nyce was first escorted to 
the "Murphy House," then to the College to look over the home 
of the new chapter and investigate the material upon which the 
future of the baby chapter would depend. Then all returned 
to the "Murphy House" where Brother Nyce administered the ob- 
ligation to the six novices and thoroughly explained the Consti- 
tution and Physical Degree work. In the evening a banquet was 
tendered the organizer by the new brothers. The table groaned 
under the weight of the good things to eat which can be procured 
only from the rich st)il of Virginia. It was midnight before fare- 
wells were said. All felt that it was good to have been present 
and to have enjoyed that good fellowship which prevails only 
where all are bound by the bands of fraternity. 

Gamma Xi, the youngest child in the family of Psi Omega, 
shows remarkable strength; and, judging from her present vigor, 
we can safely predict that she will prove t)ne of the strongest 
links of our fraternity when full grown. 
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THE COMMON FAITH AND DUTY OF PAN- 
HELLENISM.

Is there a common faith for all Greek letter fraternities? 

I answer: There was, and there is, a common cause for 
them. They sprang up from the desire of men to protect their 
rights, to cherish their friendships, to ennoble their natures, to 
enrich their minds and to advance their ideals. It was, and it 
is, an old desire — as old as civilization and as fundamental. Per- 
sistent in the lives of all men, it beat in the breasts of the first 
students at the first universities; at Athens, Rome and Alexan- 
dria, and, later, at Paris, Salerno and Oxford. These first college 
men fraternized together, each under the name of his own tribe 
or nation. To find protection against the wrong and vit)lence of 
their enemies; to establish in a strange land, away from their 
own kindred, the lasting bonds of good fellowship; to endure 
together the struggles of their quest for learning, under the 
stimulus t)f a common hope and purpose — these were the things 
that united these men, and their union constituted in fact the 
first college fraternity of which we have any record. 

As time passed on and all men grew into the full stature of 
manhood, the old barriers of antagonism between tribes and races 
were broken down and college men found a new and better 
ground for fellowship. The compelling power that drew them to- 
gether was no longer some high distinction of blood, but some 
higher distinction of mind — no longer some noble difference of 
race, but some nobler difference t)f purpose. 

The old, primal instinct of self-protection prompted them in 
some degree to unite, but this was not the elemental cause of 
union. The new bonds of union were made up of the golden 
chains of culture and fraternity. Men t)f education sought the 
companionship of educated men, and men of love sought the 
fellowship of lovable men. The one bond was to bring them the 
abiding truths of ethics, the high ideals of intellectual en- 
deavor and the rich ministrations t)f spiritual gifts. The other 
bond was to bring them the perpetual fountain of youth, the 
sweet philosophy of good cheer and the noble faith of brother- 
hood. 

It has not been given me to know the expressed and literal 
doctrine of every college fraternity; but I make bold to turn to 
you, who are not of my special faith, and to ask if some such 
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cause was not the creative force at the birth of your fraternity, 
and if some such purpose dX)es not now dominate its life. If this 
be true, if it be true that a common interest has controlled the 
foundations of our fraternities, that a common cause has brought 
and bound them together, shall it not come to pass, is it nt)t now 
coming to pass, that a common faith shall direct their destinies? 
Does not that faith find some expression here to-night? Is it not 
emblazoned upon the lives of each t)ne of us, as those lives are 
lived face to face among our fellowmen? Is it not now throbbing 
for utterance in the heart of every Greek gathered here, to iDve 
his fellowmen, to honor the virtue t)f womanhood, to defend the 
truth, to despise all meanness and falsehood, to esteem all men 
of culture, if they be men of honor, to revere our Alma Mater, 
to stand for and to stand by our X)wn fraternity first and the 
fraternity of every other man next; to uphold the doctrine of 
democracy, its deep love of liberty and its zealous realization of 
free education; to preach and practice the Christ principle t)f 
brotherhood; to recognize the common signs and symbols of a 
universal knighthood, the signs of courtesy and the symbols of 
culture, an American nobility of gentlemen. 

Is there a common duty for all Greek letter fraternities? 

I answer: There is an urgent demand for the willing sacri- 
fice of a practical human service. 

Time will not permit me to trace the growth of the modern 
university or to point out the significant factors of its present 
life. Briefly, the first universities were voluntary foundations. 
Both the students and the teachers were free; the range of in- 
dividual initiative of the one was large and unrestricted; the 
personal influence of the . other was great and commanding. 

The universities of the Middle Ages came under the control 
of the Church and the State and, in a very large degree, they 
lost their former measure of freedom. The teacher became a 
part of the system; the student, a ward of the Church or State, 
standing in relation to them as a son to his parent. There was 
developed then what is known as the parental system, with its 
harsh discipline and its empty formalism. 

The modern university has outgrown the one and modified 
the other, just as all men, along with the nobler progress of the 
years, have been disenthralled from the conditions that de- 
graded them. Again the teacher and the student are free. There 
is still the reign of law and the rule of system; but it is an 
enlightened law of self-control and self-government and it is an 
intelligent system, quickened by the spirit of self-sacrifice and 
devotion. In short, the university life of to-day shows a splendid 
advance over the conditions that formerly prevailed; it is a 
life that is opulent in efficient training and high ideals for the 
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thousands of men and women who each year seek and find its 
radiant visions and its sure enrichments. 

And yet its best friends are beginning to ask: "Has not the 
teacher too little influence and has not the student too much 
freedt)m?" They do not deny that the great universities still 
have their great men, but it is pointed out that their systems of 
education are so complex, their student bodies so numerous and 
so unrestrained that the old relationship between teacher and 
students — the relationship of sympathy and mutual counsel and 
help — is impossible of realization. They declare that in every 
large college community there is growing up a kind of disintegra- 
tion that dissipates the moral and spiritual fib'-e of the young 
life. And, turning again to the time when the influence and 
leadership of the teacher was great and far-reaching, they ask: 
"Shall we not exalt again the mission of the man? Shall we 
not set up again his personality as against the forms of system, 
his service as against the routine of methX)d?" 

Some of our leading universities have realized this condi- 
tion and are making earnest effort to restore the influence of the 
teacher. To place a certain number of students under the direct 
oversight t)f some particular instructor is one plan already in 
force, and it is to be noted that especially at Princeton this 
system has had the most gratifying results. But is there not 
some other plan not yet tried? 

The university is, and has always been, a persistent and 
continuous force among men — so strong is this force that every 
college is called a fostering mother. Men come to her to learn 
the lessons of life, to gather for a while at her feet, then to 
leave her only to love and revere her forever. From this 
fact there springs up what we call the duty of the alumnus to his 
Alma Mater, to his fostering mother, and so compelling is her 
voice in his ears, so uplifting the fine promptings of her minis- 
trations, that no son of her dare ever neglect her, unless it be 
some poltroon unworthy of her love. 

The fraternity man, whatever his faults may be, is a true 
and faithful son of his fostering mother. Indeed, my experience 
is that none is truer or m'ore faithful than he. The sense of 
duty, that every alumnus owes to his college, finds a quick and 
noble response in his heart; it takes him back to her with the 
eager hope that she may grow and enlarge the power of her 
service; it takes him back to the old halls and the old campus, 
rich with the radiant memories of his young manhood, when yet 
the storms of sordid struggle had not blinded him to the visions 
of noble achievement; it takes him back to his old friends, what- 
ever Greek pin they may have worn; but best of all, it takes 
him back to the fraternity brothers of his chapter and it takes 
him back to them year after year, despite the transmutations 
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of time, despite the broken hopes of his declining years. And 
this is the one superb tribute to the fraternity system of 
American colleges, as it is the one central fact that justifies that 
system and makes it and proves it to be a living and moving 
power in the world. 

Therefore, I turn now to the fraternity alumnus, with this 
strong sense of duty to his Alma Mater and to his old chapter, 
burning in his heart, and I ask: Shall he not in some sense and 
in some way take the place of the teacher in his old relationship 
of personal direction and personal guidance? 

There are to-day in this country 31 college fraternities, with 
970 active chapters, with a total membership of 180,000. Count- 
ing also the women and professional fraternities, there are more 
than 1,700 chapters; of this number 600 live in their own chapter 
houses. 

Shall not these chapter houses become real auxiliaries of 
education and intellectual fellowship? Shall not their alumni 
raise them up into central forces of determinating influence upon 
the undergraduates who occupy them? 

Clarence F. Birdseye, of the Chi Psi Fraternity, writing in 
the "Outlook" with great clearness on this subject, points out 
that the alumni of every fraternity form its permanent body, 
the undergraduates being the constantly changing one. He 
declares that upon the alumni must necessarily fall the re- 
sponsibility for the atmosphere of culture and fellowship that 
shall pervade every chapter ht)use. 

Shall they not, through an organized effort, become a con- 
trolling influence over the chapter? Shall they not work to 
this end by enlarging the prestige of the upper class men, 
making them the leaders and overseers of the younger men? 
Can this not be d'one also in a practical way by having an Alumni 
Board of Visitors for each chapter and that through the Pan- 
Hellenic Association like the one you have here, these boards 
to exchange visits of inspection among all the chapters and to 
report to the central Pan-Hellenic Board the results of these 
visits? Shall they not go still further, taking the old English 
colleges for an example, place over each chapter house some 
tutor or leader, who shall come into close and helpful association 
with the undergraduates, directing their studies, leading them in 
their amusements, counselling them in their troubles and open- 
ing up to them new visions of service in their outlook upon the 
world'ff work? I put it up to the practical philanthropists of all 
our fraternities: Shall not the alumni who have given great 
sums to build costly chapter houses give the means to endow 
and found tutorships; and shall not these be so richly endowed, 
that men of the highest attainments will seek them, so that the 
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chapter house tutor shall rank with the university professor in 
his power to teach, and will outrank him in his power to mould 
and direct the student's life? Shall not this become the real and 
vital service of every fraternity man? Shall this not be the 
common duty of Pan-Hellenism? 

At the battle of Marathon, which swept back from the 
heights of Grecian civilization the tide t)f Oriental despotism, 
than which there was no more critical hour in Athenian history, 
the ten tribes of Athens marched and fought together as one 
man, under one leader, beneath the flaming folds of but one flag. 
The old differences of race, the t)ld antagonisms of the past no 
longer divided them. Turning to Miltiades, who possessed the 
genius to inspire them with a common faith and duty, they fol- 
lowed him to splendid victory and imperishable renown. 

The thirty-one tribes of m'odern Hellenese have fought long 
enough under separate banners, sometimes against one another, 
sometimes single handed and alone against their common enemy. 
Unfortunately they were established at the time of the anti- 
Masonic agitation, when there was a great hue and cry against 
secret societies. But this can no longer be a serious fault in 
them, because long since they have proven their faith by their 
g'ood works. Indeed, their full rights to life ought not to be 
seriously questioned any longer; they have already become 
a permanent and helpful factor in our system of higher educa- 
tion. They are not perfect; they are not without their serious 
faults; but they possess the saving grace of confession and are 
quick to acknowledge their limitations and anxious to remove 
them. They refuse, therefore, to be needlessly destroyed. 

I submit that the rational thing for all educators to do is to 
greet all these fraternities with an open and unprejudiced mind 
and gathering up their splendid oppt)rtunities for the service 
and uplift of the undergraduate life, to concentrate them at 
the point where that life is being fltted for its struggle in the 
world. I submit that the rational thing for all fraternity men to 
do is to forget the trifling barriers that may separate them and 
to unite upon the common ground of a high human calling. 

I put it to you who are here, you who represent all the 
tribes of the Hellenese, you will not need in the end a Miltiades 
to stir your faith nor a Marathon to test your duty. The ever- 
lasting bonds of your fellowship, the compelling power of your 
obligations, the shining ideals of your fraternities, the cherished 
memories of your college days, the love of the old men ior the 
new and the new men for the old — ^this will be enough — ^this will 
prompt you to strike hands and to utter the pledge of a com- 
mon faith, and to perform the service of a common duty. — De- 
livered at Pan-Hellenic Banquet, Columbus, O.

Died, suddenly, of angina pectoris, at his residence in New 
York city, on May 24, 1907, J. Bond Littig, D.D.S., in his sixty- 
eighth year. 

Dr. Littig was bom May 6, 1840, in Baltimiore county, Md., 
where his early years were spent, and where his bright, sunny 
disposition, the characteristic of his whole subsequent life, had 
its earliest development. His dental education was obtained 
at the Baltimore College of Dental Surgery, from which institu- 
tion he was graduated in the class of 1861, after which he went 
to New York, entering upon practice in that city about January 
1, 1862, from which date he was an active participant in the 
dental life of the metropolis and contributed largely to its pro- 
fessional progress. He was at various times associated with Dr. 
de Marini and Dr. Todd in a professional way, but after his mar- 
riage. May 23, 1871, to Miss Marion G. Downer of Dorchester, 
Mass., he fixed his residence in Seventeenth St., and became 
established in practice upon his own account. He removed later 
to Forty-seventh St., and finally to Seventieth St., where his 
family now resides. 

Dr. Littig early connected himself in a teaching capacity 
with the New York College of Dental Surgery, at first as super- 
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intendent of the infirmary and demonstrator of mechanical den- 
tistry. At the eighth annual session, in 1873-74, he was made 
adjunct professor of the institution. For the session of the 
following year his name does not appear in the college an- 
nouncement, but at the session of 1875-76 he was clinical pro- 
fessor of mechanical dentistry, and two years later was elected 
to the chair of mechanical dentistry formerly filled by the late 
Dr. C. A. Marvin, whiose death occurred December 15, 1906, and 
whose obituary notice appears in this issue. 

Dr. Littig was a member of the Dental Society of the State 
of New York, the First District Dental Society, the Odontological 
Society of New York, and of the National Dental Associatiion. In 
all of these organizations he was an active and interested worker, 
a clear thinker and debater, one in whom the teaching instinct 
was highly developed, and as a consequence his discussions were 
not only characterized by their logical and judicial quality, but 
were valued because Df their instructiveness. 

As a teacher he was at his best; his investigating turn of 
mind led him to study his special field with earnestness and 
thoroughness. Every new device or method received his care- 
ful consideration, and his large experience and ripe judgment 
enabled him to collate and arrange his data and present the 
results to his students in an interesting and forceful way, which 
served to impress his teachings strongly upon their minds. 

Added to his skill and training as a teacher was his wonder- 
ful personality — wonderful in its perennial kindliness, a quality 
which radiated from him upon all with whom he came in con- 
tact. It was this that attracted students to him, for he made 
them at once feel that he was their friend; — and he was their 
friend. His friendship for young men and his helpfulness to 
them was not limited by partisanship, for it was universal. No 
man who asked his help ever failed to receive it, and the help 
was forthcoming because it was a jt)y to him to be helpful. His 
students were "his boys," and his relationship to them was al- 
most that of a father. The same spirit characterized his friend- 
ships. He loved his fellow man, and no one who has felt the 
sympathetic touch of the friendship of J. Bond Littig can ever 
forget its inspiration tX)ward a nobler view of life and a higher 
faith in the goodness of humanity. 

Simple, unobtrusive, and earnest as his life was, it is not 
until its active influence is lost to us that we can realize in 
fullest measure what a power he exerted for good among us. A 
wide circle of men will mourn the loss of that source of helpful- 
ness and inspiration of cheerfulness and good will; and all will 
remember with gratitude that J. Bond Littig lived, and that they 

knew and loved him.

Dean of The Baltimore College of Dental Surgery. 

We have the great privilege of presenting, as our frontis- 
piece in this issue of The Frater, a likeness of a most distin- 
guished and venerated Psi Omega. A likeness of one who cast 
his lot with Psi Omega in her infancy, almost at the time of her 
birth. Doctor Foster, so true to principles of honor and man- 
hood, has never wavered in his allegiance and affection for our 
grand fraternity. Doctor Foster has by his acts not only con- 
tributed to the glory and advancement of the dental profession, 
but also to the honor and prestige of Psi Omega. He began 
the study of dentistry under the tutorship of Doctor Jesse Green 
at West Chester, Pa. Then he went to the Philadelphia Dental 
college for one session, after which he located at Indianapolis, 
Ind., where he practiced his profession for one year. An offer 
of a partnership from Doctor Swazey at Easton, Pa. was ac- 
cepted, so he removed from Indianapolis to Easton. This asso- 
ciation not proving agreeable, the partnership was dissolved at 
the end of the year. Doctor Foster then removed to Wilming- 
ton, Delaware. About the time of the breaking out of the Civil 
War, Doctor Robert Arthur of Baltimore, Md., invited him to 
become his associate, which invitation was accepted. He re- 
mained with Doctor Arthur for five years, then severed his rela- 
tions with him and entered upon the independent practice of his 
profession at 9 West Franklin Street, Baltimore, Md., which is 
his present residence and where he has practiced continuously 
for nearly forty years. 

Doctor Foster was among a number of prominent dentists 
in Baltimore who organized the Maryland Dental College, in 
which institution he was Professor of Prosthetic Dentistry, and 
which professorship he held until the college was merged into 
the Baltimore College of Dental Surgery. Then Doctor Foster 
was chosen Professor of Pathology and Therapeutics, which 
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professorship he still holds. In 1892 he was elected an honorary 
member of Psi Omega. Upon the death of Dean Winder, an 
enthusiastic Psi Omega, Doctor Foster was elected Dean of the 
Baltimore College of Dental Surgery — ^the height of his ambition. 

Many positions of honor and trust have been conferred upon 
him by his professional brothers, among which may be men- 
tioned the following: President of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, in 1890; President of the Maryland and District of Co- 
lumbia Dental Association; Delegate to the International Dental 
Congress at Paris, in 1900; Delegate to the International Dental 
Congress at Stockholm; Honorary Member of the New York 
and New Jersey State Dental Societies; at Minneapolis, Minn., 
last July, he was elected President of the National Association 
of Dental Faculties for 1907 to 1908. 

Professor Foster graduated from Washington University, 
Medical Department, and from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Baltimore, Md. He also holds an honorary degree 
granted by the Baltimore College of Dental Surgery. Professor 
Foster has the faculty of securing the confidence and adoration 
of his students. He is easily approached and is patient with and 
kind to all who seek his assistance. Professor Foster's life and 
attainments are an honor to his profession and to the college 
of which he has been dean for so long a time.

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A Whirl Around the Circle.

With creaking, shiouting, clanking of chains, and the general 
confusion accompanying the departure of any big liner, the good 
ship "Sonoma" drew away from the wharf in San Francisco on 
the afternoon of July 20, and turned her nose toward the setting 
sun. Once well under way, the last farewell waved, the sounds 
of the city dying in the distance, order gave place to chaos, the 
vast solitude of the sea settled down and with a feeling of lone- 
liness and something of awe, I realized that I had really started 
on the long journey that I had been planning for so many days. 

Out through the Golden Gate we gradually overtook the 
ill-fated Columbia, and lost sight of her in the settling fog, little 
dreaming of the awful fate that was awaiting her. A rough sea 
Induced many of the passengers to stick to their state-rooms. 
My bunk-mate would not get up and I could not induce him to 
eat. A dense fog on Monday evening compelled us to stand off 
the Cape for several hours, but in the early morning the weather 
had cleared and the Olympic mountains could be seen, blue and 
purple in the distance, with jagged, snow-capped peaks towering 
far above the clouds. 

We arrived at Victoria, British Columbia, at seven in the 
morning when I hustled "bunkey" out and got him on terra 
firma. He was a fat man when he started, but sad was the dif- 
ference when he landed at Victoria. The last I saw of him he 
was "hot-footing" down the street in quest of a restaurant. 

Victoria is a charming quiet little place, the atmosphere pure 
and clear, trees fresh and green, and the whole landscape like a 
beautiful painting. At first impression the buildings seem to 
have been placed right down among the trees without any clear- 
ing. This was my first view of a foreign city. It was odd to 
see the street cars and pedestrians passing to the left instead of 
to the right. They take life easy at Victoria; the hustle and 
rush of our American cities are conspicuous by their absence. 
A salmon cannery stood near the dock and thousands of silvery 
blue chinooks were thrown from barges to the wharf by Indians. 
Thirty, forty, and fifty pounders were taken and cleaned by 
Chinamen, marvelously expert with the long, keen knifes. I 
saw one big "Chink" clean and prepare a shining monster-* to the 
"Queen's taste" while I counted ten. He looked so blood-thirsty 
with his fourteen-inch blade that I could not help thinking of 
the small boy in San Francisco who is wont to throw stones at 
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the "heathen Chinee" and wonder at the job this fellow would 
perform if he were "stoned." 

A few hours of unsurpassed scenery viewed from the decks 
of our good ship and we were at Port Townsend; quaint, moss- 
grown, and built on a bluff overlooking a low water-front. Here 
everything seemed about one hundred years behind the times 
and, like Victoria, innocent of the ravages of "strenuitis." I 
thought it a splendid place in which to take the "rest cure." 

We arrived at Seattle a little late, the journey from 
San Francisco having required three days and nights. Seattle 
is certainly the liveliest and most progressive place that I have 
ever visited. I can' readily understand why the Seattlan be- 
lieves in his city. It is a great city with a great country behind 
it, a great future before it, and a population fully alive to the 
city's possibilities. I spent two days "seeing sights," which 
included a trip to Lake Washington. I left at midnight on the 
Princess Victoria. 

Sailing up the Sound an ever changing panorama of moun- 
tain, forest, and sea unfolds itself until the very door of Van- 
couver is reached. I now made a flying visit to Stanley Park, then 
continued my journey eastward. The trip over the Canadian 
Rockies is simply beyond description, presenting rugged peaks 
capped with snow, wonderfully beautiful glaciers, wild wood- 
lands, and rushing mountain torrents. I saw a cloud drift 
silently against a somber peak, slowly fade away, and leave a 
glistening monument of virgin white. A little stream dividing 
at my feet sends its branches — one toward the west, constantly 
gathering strength until it empties into the great Pacific; the 
other with ever-increasing force winding down the eastern slope 
to the waters of Hudson Bay. 

Short stops were made at Revelstoke, Glacier, Laggan, and 
Banff; I doubt if Switzerland can compare in grandeur with this 
new-world wonderland. From Banff to Moosejaw the country 
is flat and uninteresting, Moosejaw itself having no apparent 
reason for its being. In North Dakota a more prosperous ap- 
pearance greets the eye, and one feels glad indeed to see again 
the "little red school-house on the hill" with Old Glory floating 
in the breeze. 

Minnesota's rolling prairie is literally studded with lakes — 
large lakes, small lakes, and marshy ponds. I wonder that a 
place large enough to build Minneapolis upon was ever found. 
A prince could not have been more royally received, or welcomed 
more heartily, than I was upon my arrival at the Hyser. It was 
the event of my life! At the close of the Grand Chapter meet- 
ing, sight-seeing was in order. The falls of St. Anthony, the 
lovely Minnehaha, Lake Minnetonka, and Big Island Park were 
visited. The whole country for miles around was like one big 
pleasure garden. 
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From Minneapolis, in company with Brother Kelly, I visited 
Chicago. We stopped at the Great Northern where Brother 
Kelly had friends, who were an important factor in the very 
pleasant time I had. We dined at the States, in the California 
section. The Coliseum, White City, and Sans Souci are names 
that I shall long remember. Friday we were joined by Brothers 
Friesell, Nyce, and Sting. An "auto" ride through Jackson and 
Washington Parks, a visit with Dr. Black at the Northwestern 
University, and a farewell dinner with Brother Sting at Rector's, 
completed the day. 

At Pittsburg the next morning the "campaign" was on. Up 
and down, over and across we hiked, from the Block House on 
the Point to the Carnegie Institute. Brother Friesell nearly 
walked the legs off of me, but I §aw Pittsburg. Tired and happy 
we left on the evening train for a little place about forty miles 
up the Allegheny, where Mrs. Friesell and the Doctor's two 
children were in camp. Such solid rest and comfort, such good 
things to eat, such rowing, canoeing, and basking in the warm 
sun — the joy of it all and the delicious laziness it breeds. A 
two days' dream and back to Pittsburg we went, making hurried 
visits to Allegheny, Nu's Chapter House, and the Pittsburg 
Dental College. 

Leaving my genial host at East Liberty early Tuesday 
morning, I sped down the Ohio past mile after mile of smoky 
mills; through Johnstown, scene of the great flood; through 
Harrisburg, with a notoriety of its own, and late in the after- 
noon was greeted at Broad Street, Philadelphia, by Brothers 
Nyce and Lea, who piloted me to the Bellevue-Stratford, the 
"finest ever" in the way of a hotel. Keith's, and the Roof Garden 
later, ended another pleasant day. Independence Hall, the Betsy 
Ross House, and the University of Pennsylvania occupied our 
time the following day, until Brother Nyce and I boarded the 
luxuriously appointed Pennsylvania Limited for New York. 

From the Jersey shore the first view of New York is some- 
what similar to that of San Francisco from the Oakland side, 
only the North rRiver is narrower than the bay and there are 
more ferry boats plying in all directions. From the ferry we 
went directly to the Imperial, and, after a bath and change of 
clothes, sallied forth to take in Broadway. Next morning we 
did Fifth Avenue, Central Park, Grant's Tomb, Riverside Drive, 
Wall Street, and the lower part of the city. 

In the afternoon we boarded the elevated for Coney Island. 
While going across Brooklyn Bridge we obtained a view of Ellis 
Island and the Statue of Liberty in the distance. We passed 
through the tenement districts of Brooklyn, (the temperature 
ninety-four degrees in the shade and Nyce swearing softly to 
himself) — on through the sizzling heat, past sweltering masses 
of humanity, high over a grave yard we rushed and then gradu- 
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ally descended to earth. The rest of the trip was over the citjr 
dumps, interesting only for the effulgence of its effluvia. Coneys 
Island as I saw it, after the big fire, was not particularly pleas- 
ing. Here I saw the Atlantic for the first time. 

Returning by tha subway, we spent the evening at the Casino. 
I saw two shows in New York and the less said the better, but 
then the season had closed and I suppose such plays are put on 
to catch the "Rubes" who come to town. New York is truly a 
great city with its magnificent mansions; tall, stately sky- 
scrapers; richly dressed shop windows; its well groomed men 
and beautifully gowned women, and above all, that something 
in the atmosphere which makes one feel that it is the one place- 
in the world. 

With many regrets I parted with Brother Nyce and sped 
on my way along the banks of the Hudson, enjoying a splendid 
view of the Palisades, and passing glimpses of Albany, Syracuse, 
and Rochester. At Buffalo Brother Backus, who had nearly 
doubled in size since I saw him last, gave me minute and com- 
plete directions for seeing Niagara. The Canadian Falls were 
the larger and more impressive, but, from an artistic standpoint 
I found the American Falls the more beautiful. A description of 
the Falls is quite beyond me and totally unnecessary, suffice it 
to say that by following directions I was enabled to see all the 
interesting points without missing a "trick." 

I left Buffalo on the Lake Shore Special for Chicago. Gee! 
but it was hot! At Chicago a delightful little supper with 
Brother Kelly's friends and then I was on my way again, this 
time on the Rock Island Limited. From my berth I witnessed 
an electrical storm, almost terrifying in its grandeur. Flash • 
after flash lighted up the heavens and the surrounding country, 
each flash centered with a forked streak of dazzling intensity. 
I watched this magnificent spectacle with awe, for we do not 
have thunder storms in California. 

At 5:30 the next morning, I saw the sun rise on New Mex- 
ico's plains. * This is a country full of interest to me, with its 
barren wastes of desert, its delicately tinted and weird mountain 
ranges, its azure skies and fleecy clouds — an artist's paradise. 
At Tucumcary I saw the first real Greaser village; at Almo- 
Gordo, the genuine article in the way of a cowboy, with broad 
sombrero and elaborately decorated "chaps;" Orogrande ap- 
peared like an oasis in the desert; at El Paso I spent an evening 
"loafing" on the square. 

Just across the Rio Grande lies Juarez, Mexico. The rudest 
of adobe huts and a few slightly more pretentious buildings of 
sun-baked bricks, huddled about the market place, form the city, 
if such it can be called. On a slight eminence stands Iglesia 
Guadalupe, the little old church with intricate hand-carved 
ceiling and altar, and walls of hardened clay, erected by the 
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Spanish in 1549. "For centuries antecedent the city clock its 
chimes from this ancient belfry tolled the hour of the day and 
the night." 

It was with a feeling of reverence that I left the little church 
and wandered down the dusty street, I followed its windings to 
the outskirts of the town, where grimy black-eyed ^children rolled 
and played in the sand with filthy little dogs, while "senora" 
squatted in the doorway, happy, contented, indolent, and lazily 
enjoyed her cigarette. Over the bridge past the custom oflScials 
and, with a sigh of relief, I fished from my trouser leg my little 
package of Spanish drawnwork and curios, just purchased in 
Juarez. 

Once more on across the desert. At Yuma I saw the noble 
red man at close range and I was disillusioned forthwith. Pat, 
dirty, hideously ugly, ^till picturesque, with his bright beads 
and gaudily colored blankets, he stood, a remembrance of the 
distant past. Then we came to the Salton Sea, with its myriads 
of fish, spreading its blue waters for seventy miles across the 
waste; then from alkali to sage brush, to cacti, to grain fields, 
to vineyardfe, to orange-groves, and to Los Angeles, the city of 
palms and "boosters." 

Four strenuous days in Los Angeles, a night speeding up 
the valley on the Owl, and I landed in Oakland shortly before 
noon, exactly one month from the time of starting, with ten 
thousand miles to my credit and the most glorious time of my 
life.

We have the Infinite pleasure of reproducing a likeness of 
and a short sketch concerning one of our prominent, handsome 
graduate Psi Omegas. When in search of a handsome man, one 
immediately hastens to the Army, for the satisfaction of the 
quest. 

If we have erred in the matter of eulogy in selecting the 
subject for this sketch, it is because our judgment is warped 
because of his rendering service when the "signal of distress" 
had been communicated to him. Many times have the readers 
of The Prater been entertained by the very clever papers which 
Brother O. M. Sorber sent for publication in our journal. 

In 1898 Brother Sorber graduated from the Pittsburg Dental 
College. He immediately took the Pennsylvania State Board 
examination and made the highest marks in the history of the 
state up to that time. Then he opened an oflace in Pittsburg, 
where he practiced for three years. 

The Government having been forced to realize that an urgent 
necessity existed for the commissioning of dental surgeons for 
the army and having adopted laws establishing an Army Dental 
Corps, Brother Sorber became interested in the movement and 
finally decided to take the required examination for admission 
to the service. The number of applicants for commissions was 
overwhelmingly in excess of the number of commissions to be 
granted; consequently only men with a very thorough knowl- 
edge of their profession, and possessed of great practical 
ability, could hope to secure one of the coveted assignments. 
Brother Sorber was not intimidated because of the number of 
applicants, but went in to win, and win he did. 

On August 1, 1901, he entered the service of the United 
States with the commission of Contract Dental Surgeon, U. S. 
Army. His first assignment was to the Department of Texas, 
with headquarters at Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, where he 
remained three years. During this time he was stationed for 
temporary duty at the following posts: Fort Bliss, at El Paso; 
Fort Clark; Camp Eagle Pass, at town of same name; Fort 
Mackintosh, at Laredo; Fort Ringgold, at Rio Grande City; 
Fort Brown, at Brownsville; Fort Logan H. Roots, at Little 
Rock, Ark. 

On November 1, 1904, he left the States for service in the 
Philippine Islands, arriving at Manila on November 30, 1904. 
He served in the Philippines for three years and was stationed 
at the following posts: Camp McGrath, Bantangas Province, 
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Luzon; Camp Daraga, Albay Province, Luzon; Zamboanga, Min- 
danao; and Jolo Jolo Island. 

In 1907 Brother Sorber, after visiting China and Japan, re- 
turned to the States and was stationed at Fort Snelling, Minn. 
Soon thereafter he resigned his commission and again engaged 
in the private practice of his profession at Pittsburg, Pa. 



IN THE ORIENT. 

O. M. Sorber, Nu, Dental Surgeon, U. 8. A. 

From Manila to Hongkong the trip was made on the S. S. 
Taiyuan, of the China Navigation Company. The "terrible** 
China Sea which we crossed was as smooth as a mill-pond, even 
though the trip took three days. 

Hongkong is a Crown Colony of the British Empire and is 
situated on the north side of a small mountainous island on tho 
southeast coast of China; it is one of the great ports of the 
world and has a population of about three hundred thousand, 
most of which is Chinese, there being about six thousand Eu- 
ropeans, mostly English. 

The European section of the city has very good buildings 
and fine parks. The streets in this section are well paved and 
are kept clean. 

The market house is exceptionally good and well regulated, 
the display of meats and vegetables being extensive. 

The street car system is good as far as it goes but, owing 
to the fact that there is very little ground that does not stand 
**on edge," a great portion of the city cannot be supplied with 
the service. 

Rickshaws drawn by coolies provide the principal means of 
transportation where these can be used, and Sedan chairs and 
the Peak Railway serve for those who live, perched like swal- 
lows, on the side of the cliff. 

There are very few horses and these are of the polo pony 
variety, even ice wagons are drawn about by gangs of coolies. 

The weather seems to have been made in imitation of that 
of "Dear Old London," since mostly rain and fog predominate. 

The thing to do if you are in Hongkong is to go to Canton, 
the largest city in China, the center of a vast trade with the 
interior. This I did, making the trip up the Pearl River by 
night arriving at my destination early in the morning. I went 
ashore at once under the guidance of Ah Cum John, Third, a 
professional "tourist steerer." One has no choice in the matter 
of taking a guide, because it is impossible to go about alone, 
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besides it is unsafe. The guide leads the way in a narrow Sedan 
chair borne by three coolies, two in front and one behind, the 
sightseer following in a similar conveyance. We went at a 
"ripping'* pace through streets from five to nine feet wide, 
crowded with human beings, the coolies yelling like fiends or 
chanting in a chorus all the while. The streets are paved with 
heavy slabs of granite. Occasionally the top of a Sedan chair 
would bang against perpendicular signs, which line both sides 
of the street, and start an awful clatter. The streets are in many 
places roofed over with window-like affairs set with small 
squares of a translucent shell. There was no apparent reason 
for this as rain was simply discharged upon the roofs of ad- 
joining houses and from them poured upon the heads of passers- 
by in the street below. The fronts of almost all the houses are 
open and contain a shop (store), the owners residing in the rear. 
Frequently manufacturing is carried on in connection with the 
store. 

One cannot note every thing owing to the speed of travel 
and to the many different and strange "sights,** but among the 
most striking oddities are the niches in the walls to the left 
of the entrances to the shops and houses in which "punk sticks'* 
are continually kept burning. The roast pig, chicken, and duck 
for sale in the shops also attract attention on account of the 
neatness with which they are prepared and their peculiar "var- 
nished** appearance. 

Here and there, on a line with the streets, may be seen a 
large square brick structure with a round hole in the top, into 
which bits of meat and other articles of food are thrown from 
time to time, and from which soup is ladled for some coolie who 
desires refreshment. 

There are many shops where embroidered linen and silk 
are made and sold; there are also shops where ivory is carved 
and sold; fan shops; silversmiths; jade dealers; fan dealers, 
and many other establishments where tourists can purchase use- 
ful or curious articles. One of the most curious things is a kind 
of silver jewelry with the appearance of enamel, made by at- 
taching bits of irridescent feathers, procured from the wings of 
Kingfishers, to the silver. 

One of the sights is the "City of the Dead," where myriads 
of Chinese have been buried, and where the coflans of the wealthy, 
or the great may be seen lying in open rooms awaiting a 
sign for a favorable time or place for burial. One was shown 
me that contained the body of the wife of a former Viceroy. It 
had waited for a sign for eighteen years. As a fee must be paid 
the priests, the presumption is that a sign will not be likely 
to appear so long as money is forthcoming. The coflan was a 
large affair and had been covered with so many coats of lacker, 
a kind of varnish, that this alone added two inches in thickness 
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and about three hundred pounds to the cost. Each day a fresh 
basin of water is placed upon a small table, and a fresh cup of 
tea upon another table at the foot of the coffin. These are for 
the spirit of the dead, which is further provided with a chair 
at the tea table. 

At the time of my visit the cemetery resounded with the 
noise of exploding fire-crackers and smelled like a Fourth of 
July. This was in honor of the spirits of the ancestors who are 
thus honored each year at these appointed times. 

I spent some time in the Temple of Confucius with its sixty 
gods; one for each year of a man's life. On inquiry it developed 
that a "Cycle of Carthay" is sixty years. However, the Buddhist 
temple of the five hundred genii (celebrated men) interested me 
more by reason of the fact that one of the life-size gilded wooden 
statues represents Marco Polo, the great Italian traveler, whose 
journeys did so much to stimulate European interest in the far 
East. 

Next came the temple of the God of Medicine, Cho Sing. 
Here pots of holy water may be purchased for a few cents and 
here one may determine his "luck** in advance, especially re- 
garding the outcome of an illness, by throwing into the air a 
section of curved bamboo root, sawn lengthwise. The luck is 
determined by the way the piece lies after falling; but if the 
"luck*' is unsatisfactory, one may try again. 

The next place visited was the so-called "five storied pagoda," 
which was originally a barracks and water tower for soldiers 
centuries ago. This stands upon the summit of a low hill close 
to the city wall. On the top floor are two large statues, one 
white, representing Confucius; the other a brilliant red, repre- 
senting the God of War. Each was attended by a row of smaller 
statues. The countenance of the God of War was hideous in the 
extreme. 

The walls of the city are high and heavy and are about 
eight hundred years old. They are built of brick somewhat 
larger than our standard sizes and of most excellent quality. 
Much of the mortar between the bricks is still absolutely perfect. 

The buildings of the city are roofed with gray tiles of very 
excellent quality, the walls are of brick exceptionally well laid, 
the foundations being granite blocks exceptionally well dressed. 

One of the most surprising things about the city is the 
very large number of telegraph lines. These belong to the Im- 
perial Department of Posts. 

Leaving Canton, the trip down the river was interesting 
because of the pagodas, forts, and villages along its banks. These 
revealed why China is spoken of as a graveyard. Everywhere, 
far and near, a large part of the country seems to be given over 
to the dead, and, if appearances count for anything, Mr. John

Chinaman will soon have to move out of his country to make 
room for more graves. 

The steamer upon which I embarked brought down the river 
great quantities of live fish in tanks. The water being supplied 
with oxygen by being baled from the main tank into smaller 
tanks at a higher elevation, whence by means of bamboo tubes 
it was caused to fall again, in a fan-shaped spray, into the main 
tank, taking up oxygen from the air as it fell. This process was 
in continual operation during the nine hours required to make 
the trip. The fish were put abroad the steamer from small 
river boats which had compartments about midship, the bottom 
of the compartment being perforated. 

The steamer was also loaded with Chinamen, packed on a 
lower deck like sardines. In another part of the boat were 
scores of bushels of duck eggs, each having a Chinese character 
painted upon it — presumably the year or dynasty during which 
the said eggs were produced. Eggs, ancient and half-hatched, 
are esteemed very highly in this part of the world. 

On. ApFli 23^ L left Hoagteflais fior^Japsa.j^EKC^iitd the same 
ship that brought me from Manila. to Hong]^Q]3g; For several 
days we followed the Chinese coast on th^^ "inside passage." 
Countless thousands of fishing junks were passed, in the distance 
only a forest of masts could be seen, but we passed quite close 
to others and, without exception, each had a pair of large eyes 
painted upon the boat's bow. The Chinaman here argues that: 
"If boat no got eye, how can see, how can go?" In the vicinity 
of the fishing grounds the Captain called attention to a high, 
steep hill, surmounted with three monument-like masses of 
masonry, and informed me that three live men had been en- 
closed therein as a punishment for piracy. 

The coast is well supplied with light-houses which, together 
with the postal business and Customs, are under the manage- 
ment of Sir Robert Hart. 

The first land of the Japanese Empire seen was the moun- 
tainous islands off the southern coast. One of these islands was 
volcanic and steaming vigorously. On April 29, our good ship 
entered Tokio Bay, while we passed a number of formidable forts 
built upon artificial islands where the water is 108 feet deep; 
a little later we passed Mississippi Bay, where Commodore Perry's 
fleet anchored in 1853; soon after we came to anchor in front of 
Yokohama. This is the principal port of the Empire; Tokio, 
the Capital, being but eighteen miles farther north, at the head 
of the bay where the water is comparatively shallow. 

I missed the great event of the year, the Cherry Blossom 
Festival, but many of the trees were still gorgeous. A curious 
feature in connection with the trees is that they do not bear 
cherries. At least the cherries never ripen but fall off when 
quite small. The cherries on trees imported from other coun- 
tries do the same after the third year. 
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Achievment in Surgery. 

The following concerning an operation performed hy Brother 
J. M. Meyer^ Chi, is taken from *'The Morning Oregonian" of 
December 17: 

When Bertha Stublow was born five years ago she was with- 
out an upper lip, a roof to her mouth, or a palate. Today she is 
almost perfect in all three. This is the result of one of the most 
remarkable surgical feats yet performed on the Pacific Coast. 
The man who did the work is J. M. Meyer, D. D. S., oral surgeon 
to the North Pacific College of Dentistry, Portland. 

Yesterday the operation, begun five years ago, was com- 
pleted. The patient is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. Stublow, 
of Sumner, Wash. She was born with the worst form of what is 
known as harelip and cleft palate. 

The upper lip was divided by two fissures that were continu- 
ous with the openings into the nose. The upper jaw bones were 
in three separate pieces. One known as the intermaxillary por- 
tion was connected with the nasal septum, the other two form- 
ing a right and left ridge, with a chasm between them one-half 
inch wide. Mouth and nasal chambers were one — in other words 
there was no roof to the mouth or hard palate. The final com 
plication was the absence of soft palate or velum. 

The unfortunate individual so born must be fed with a spoon 
to be kept from starvation, suction and swallowing being out 
of the question as no vacuum can be produced in the mouth. As 
age advances the deformity of the bones and external face be- 
comes more marked; the child cannot learn to talk but makes 
sounds only understood by those well acquainted with their 
meaning. 

A combination of difficult operations has made it possible in 
this great physical defect to restore facial appearance and per- 
fect speech. The first operation was performed when the child 
was three months old. At this tender age she lay on the opera- 
ting table under the influence of chloroform for two hours. This 
stage of the operation had for its object the approximation of 
the separated upper jawbone, known as the Brophy operation. 
In two weeks the union of the dental arch was perfect. 

The second operation was performed one year later. The 
lip defect is so successfully overcome that today close inspection 
is necessary to detect even the trace of a scar. The third stage 
of the work, the difficult operation of restoring the soft palate, 
was undertaken and success achieved, when the patient was 
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three years old. This operation, known as "staphylorraphy," 
was accomplished by the method described by Professor Garret- 
son. 

December 4, this year, this veteran little patient was put 
upon the operating table for the final ordeal. The soft parts 
covering the roof of the mouth were detached, trimmed and 
replaced with stitches to give the proper curvation of the vault 
and close the remaining fissure communicating with the nose- 
Ten days later the wire supports were removed. 

A lecture dealing with this case was recently delivered at 
the surgical clinic. The child was inspected, talked with and 
congratulated. Her case will stand as an achievement of plastic 
surgery of the Pacific Coast. Today the little girl is without 
facial disfigurement, and can eat, drink, and talk almost as well 
as any other 5-year-old child. As she grows to womanhood even 
these slight defects will disappear.

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Does It Pay? 

James P, Boyle. 

Does it pay to be a fraternity man? Can one afford to be a 
fraternity man? Is it consistent with his best development? 

I remember well when I first was asked to become a member 
of a fraternity. I was rooming with a man six or seven years 
my senior, and in whom I had the utmost confidence. I then 
thought him the profoundest democrat. He advised with me, 
argued the question with me and pleaded with me not to sacrifice 
the better things within me by joining a college fraternity. He 
went further than this and contended eloquently and forcefully 
that a man had no right to place himself in a position making 
it necessary that he be ready to do more for one man than he 
would do for another. And therefore, he argued, to be consistent 
with American ideals and principles, one cannot join a secret, 
social or political organization, for, the fraternal command is: 
help your brother, and this command means: help your brother, 
irrespective of its effect upon other people. Is it not true, he 
went on to say, that fraternities the world over have put men 
in places of trust to the great detriment of all concerned? And, 
gentlemen, I must admit that his argument sounded good to me 
and I did not until a year afterwards become a member of our 
fraternity. 

During this same period, I knew intimately a university 
professor who during his student days fought against the fra- 
ternity spirit with all his might. He told me one day that he 
was beginning to believe in the fraternity. He said he had seen 
young men come to the university from the farms of the state, 
too bashful to speak to anyone, not aggressive enough to be suc- 
cessful, nor well groomed enough to make an impression on 
business or professional men, ill at ease when in company, slow 
in their walk and slow in their talk. He said, further, that 
invariably within six months after one of these young men had 
joined a fraternity he walked erect and with a decided step, his 
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clothes began to fit him, he seemed filled with ambition and with 
confidence in himself; that his class-room work was better, for 
he began to assert himself, and that he studied even harder 
than he ever did before. And then calling to mind the argument 
of my democratic room-mate, I said to the professor: How 
about the boys and girls who come from the society homes of 
our cities and towns, who for the most part make up our fra- 
ternities, who have acquired in some measure the accomplish- 
ments you speak of, who have in their homes throughout their 
lives enjoyed many of the advantages afforded by the fraternity? 
How about the boy from your society home, who unfortunately 
has been taught since childhood that he is better than those 
about him? It is he who is eagerly sought after by these 
societies and when he becomes a fraternity man, more so than 
ever before does he become impressed with his superiority. 
Throughout his school life he doesn't get acquainted with the 
great body of students, they are not in hfg class. He is almost 
contemptuous in his ridicule of the general. He is, according 
to my old room-mate, losing the democratic spirit necessary to 
make one a good citizen of this government. He is to be pitied 
for he doesn't appreciate the inestimable good to be derived from 
being acquainted with all these students. His time is completely 
taken up with dress, in thinking solely about (he social events 
of th^ year, yes, and sometimes worse, with gambling, drinking. 
In being a good fellow. 

Is the fraternity a manufacturer of these fools and snobs? 
I think not. Does it pay to be a fraternity man? Most em- 
phatically, yes. At this period of my life, I take little stock in 
the argument of my well-meaning friend. I now think him the 
extremist of the socialists; and I hate socialism. Does it pay 
to have a father and mother whose authority you respect, who 
would sacrifice their lives for you, who are always ready to do 
more for you than for any other one? Does it pay to have the 
loyalty and the love and the encouragement and the help of your 
brothers and sisters at home? Is it a fact to be regretted that 
these brothers and sisters, father and mother are ever ready to 
do more for you than for any other one? Is the family, the 
noblest, grandest institution upon earth, inconsistent with good 
American citizenship? I know your answers to these questions, 
for your answers are the same as are my answers. 

Does it pay to be a fraternity man? Most emphatically, 
yes. The loyalty and the love and the encouragement and the 
help of your brothers and sisters at home are given you in no 
little measure by your brothers in the fraternity. If not so, 
there is something essentially rotten with your local organizar 
tion. The spirit of obedience cultivated in the heart of every 
loyal son becomes a bigger, broader spirit through the influence 
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of the fraternity. The fraternity takes its part in the cultiva' 
tion and training of men who are ready to go out and meet the 
world in all its phases and upon this point my friend, th« 
university professor, was right. And, finally, the respect which 
the boy has for his father and mother, the respect for authority, 
for one's superiors, finds place for unlimited development in 
the fraternity world. Who, my old room-mate, will dare say 
to me now that these qualities are not essential in the making of 
a good citizen? 

Love and loyalty and respect and the spirit of obedience. 
The qualities which keep us living peaceably under certain well- 
defined rules of action. I remember getting up one night in 
fraternity meeting and saying: "To hell with tbe Arch Chapter! 
Why are we sending them this money? We're well established 
here and we do not need tbe backing of a national organization. 
Why not spend this money upon ourselves at home; get more 
out of it?" And the brothers sat upon me. And respect for 
my superiors and the spirit of obedience were made a part of 
me. I did not then appreciate the admirably self-sacrifice of 
its members. I did not then know the value of organization, 
that were it not for the constant labor and infinite patience, 
these many chapters would soon pass away, and that I would 
have been without the help of my fraternity. 

Have you all read the "Crisis?" Do you remember that 
little colony down in Dutch St. Louis? Don't you remember that 
the people there didn't know whether to take up confederate 
arms or go out and sacrifice their lives in the cause of the 
Union? Do you not remember that great immortal spirit, that 
little Dutchman who rose up at the opportune time and said: 
"Gentlemen, I'm not a German, I'm not a Missourian, I'm an 
American first, last and all the time?" And the people followed 
him. And the cause of Union was saved. That is the fraternity 
spirit. I charge every Delt with the solemn duty of being at all 
times ready to fight for the Arch Chapter. When a controversy 
arises between your chapter and the Arch Chapter, I charge 
every man of you with the solemn duty of taking a stand and 
crying out: I'm not a Beta Alpha man, I'm not a Beta Beta 
man, I'm not of the Northern Division, I'm an Arch Chapter 
man first, last and always. And thus we will prosper. And 
thus we will continue to grow till our prophecy be fulfilled. 

Does it pay to be a fraternity man? Most emphatically, yes. 
We will occasionally find among us the smart-alec, the snob, 
the bar-room wit. Let us not be too hard on them. For some 
reason or other, I know not why, an all-wise Providence has not 
seen fit to give us equal talents. Let it be said that these men 
have become better for their fraternity lives, not that the fra- 
ternity was instrumental in sending out such men as these; for 
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they make up the one-sided class, characterized by prejudices 
and unwholesame doubts. ♦ ♦ ♦ The RainboWy Delta Tau 
Delta.

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Ethical Relations Between Pro- 
fessional Men, 

Thomas L. Oilmer^ M.D., D.D.S. 

Men who have chosen medicine as a career realize before 
their choice is made that medicine is a profession and not a busi- 
ness pursuit, and this idea remains with the best or them through 
their entire student and professional life. In addition to this 
opinion there is a belief by the prospective medical man that 
there is a necessary primary training needed as a foundation 
upon which to construct a medical education, which will fit him 
for the study. This belief is harbored, not only by the man 
who contemplates the study of medicine, but by the world at 
large, and does seem fit that one to become a professional man 
should be suflaciently versed in grammar, mathematics, history, 
physics, latin, etc., to enable him to easily comprehend and apply 
what he has to learn to become a professional man. With these 
beliefs firmly fixed one can understand why young men studying 
medicine have, as a rule, rather exalted ideas of their chosen 
calling and why they are, in the main, ethically inclined. Ethics 
with them is so intimately associated with their calling that to 
be unethical would be thought vulgar and unworthy of one be- 
longing to so old and honorable a calling. Medicine as a profes- 
sion dates back hundreds of years and on account of its age 
and the esteem in which it has ever been held it is surrounded 
by a halo of glory. Most of the more influential and successful 
practitioners of medicine have been attracted to medicine pri 
marily, not with the thought that here is a pursuit one can use 
as a means to gain much money with slight labor and little 
responsibility, but rather with the idea that it is a great and 
noble calling, which on this account appeals to them. That there 
are some unethical men in the practice of medicine is a painful 
truth, but when one looks back and remembers the physicians 
he has known he will discover that the great majority of them 
have been fairly good men ethically, and that ther -generally 
have stood for the best in the community in which they resided. 

Dentistry is now generally spoken of as a separate profes- 
sion, an opinion I do not wholly concur in, as it seems to me 
difficult to separate it from the healing art. Since, however, it 
is taught in separate schools and has its own degree, we may 
perhaps speak of it as a separate profession. If it is a separate 
profession, it is a very young one, as compared with medicine, 
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theology or law. About seventy years ago the first Independent 
dental school conferring the degree D.D.S. was organized. It Is 
within my memory when the majority of practitioners of den- 
tistry were men never having had college training, professional 
or otherwise, all knowledge of the art having been acquired 
from preceptors whose training was in turn obtained from a 
similar source. Mechanical aptitude was then thought the quali- 
fication most essential for the practice of dentistry. It was in 
reality a handicraft, wherein book learning was supposed to be 
unnecessary to properly equip one for practice. Great progress 
has been made in dental education, principally in the last 
quarter of a century. No one now thinks of entering the profes- 
sion except through the recognized channels, viz., the colleges. 

when we study the history of medicine and compare it with 
dentistry we can easily comprehend why there is more profes- 
sional spirit and greater exemplification of ethics in medicine 
than in dentistry. The laity is just beginning to realize that 
dentistry is something more than a rather high-grade trade, a 
little above the jeweler. This belief has not been entertained 
by the uneducated only, but was and is to a great extent the 
opinion held by the educated, including many of the best in- 
formed physicians and members of other professions. If today 
the medical man who has given the subject little thought, and 
there are many of these, is told what the curriculum of the 
dental school embraces, he is almost skeptical. 

We have seen the mental attitude of the people regarding 
the requirements for medical study, and we have seen the view 
taken of dentistry in the past, and to a great extent at this time. 
Is it surprising that with this conception of dentistry the appli- 
cant to our schools should have a very different idea, or that he 
should not so universally become an ethical man after gradua- 
tion as does the physician? One might assert without fear of 
serious contradiction that but a small per cent of the applicants 
for dental training come to the schools with the thought that 
they are entering a learned profession, or that they have come 
to equip themselves to study vexed problems, many of which, 
even if they should live to the three score and ten years usually 
allotted man, they will not have time to solve. Do dental, as 
medical students, feel that they must take post-graduate work 
and spend years in foreign travel, visiting hospitals and schools 
of pathology before they are fully equipped for practice, or to 
fit themselves for greater study? Or do they eagerly seek hos- 
pital interneships, which monopolize all their time for two or 
three years preceding their post-graduate study? It is true a 
few graduates remain in dental schools as demonstrators, but 
usually most of these remain only that they may become more 
efficient technicians, and to get a better insight into the mechan- 
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leal side of dentistry, not, as a rule, to learn more of histology, 
more of pathology, etc. There are notable exceptions to this 
rule, but the exceptions are rare. 

Many of the applicants to dental schools have chosen den- 
tistry as a life work because they have the erroneous opinion 
that it is a calling giving large returns in money for a small 
outlay of talent, and that suflScient knowledge for its practice 
is not only easily acquired with indifferent primary education, 
but that the practice of dentistry is light and easy work. They 
rarely become dispossessed of these ideas until they have become 
practitioners, and I fear some never realize that they are mem- 
bers of a learned profession. To this conception of their calling 
may be attributed the lax ethical practice of some dentists. 
Great progress is being made for betterment in this direction. 
Still, much must yet be done to lift our profession to a higher 
plane, and this cannot be done unless we learn how professional 
men should deport themselves toward one another. No dentist 
can gain his own, his colleagues* or his patients' esteem by 
belittling the services of even his weakest brother. Dentists are 
too much given to criticising the work of other practitioners. We 
all do work which proves after a time to be miserably poor, work 
we are not proud of when we see it in after years. No man can 
do equally fine and perfect operations at all times, and under 
all circumstances. Some days we are not physically at our best; 
our nerves are out of order. Sometimes we have patients for 
whom no one could do perfect operations. Remember this when 
you See failures from the hands of other operators, and be char- 
itable. Instead of criticising other practitioners mentally, or to 
your patient, which is worse, remember the golden rule, since 
before you get through with your newly acquired patient you 
may find him so difficult to work for, or there may develop so 
many obstacles in the way of success, that you may be glad if 
he goes back to his old dentist. 

Do not always believe what all new patients tell you of the 
other fellow. It may be that they will say just as mean things 
of you to some one else. I may here relate an experience I 
recently had with a brother practitioner. I had the care of a 
young fellow as a patient from the time he was a small boy. 
I never had a more difficult patient for whom to work; he was 
a terror, and his teeth just melted away. I never served a patient 
more faithfully. I was always completely exhausted after an 
hour with him, but I got him to his twenty-third year without 
the loss of a tooth. He had become to some extent immune to 
decay. Many of the fillings I had made for him were doing 
good service, but naturally were defective, but I was keeping 
close watch over him and only refilled his teeth as they showed 
absolute need for it. In my absence from the city he went In 
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to see another dentist. Instead of rendering him temporary 
service and sending him back to me he condemned much of the 
work I had done for the boy, said uncomplimentary things about 
me, said I was too busy, I had too much to do, and that I had 
neglected his teeth, etc. He persuaded the young man to have 
fifteen or twenty of the fillings removed, and replaced them with 
porcelain. The result was that the whole family thought I had 
neglected the patient, as this dentist told them, and their minds 
were poisoned against me. I have learned since that almost all 
of the porcelain fillings made by my censor have fallen out, and 
they now hate him worse than they hate me. When a patient 
comes to us from another dentist who is temporarily absent 
from his oflftce we should give him temporary service only, and 
refer him back. We cannot do otherwise and be ethical. 

Unless we know a man has been grossly careless or unless 
we know him to be a quack, never criticise unfavorably, even 
if the work is poor. We gain nothing by it, and we may do a 
worthy fellow practitioner a wrong. Patients are forgetful as 
to the time when services are rendered. I have records of every 
filling I ever made, dating back to 1871. These records have 
won me pounds of candy, the wager being placed on the time 
when some particular service has been rendered, perhaps the 
last operation. The patient almost always underestimates the 
elapsed time. If he sets it at two years, most likely the record 
will say five, or sometimes longer. It is not an uncommon thing 
for a patient to say, "That filling you last made for me has come 
out." I reply, "Is that so? That is too bad." I look at the 
tooth indicated and feel sure that it was never filled, but that 
it is a new cavity. I look at the record and after a little ex- 
planation and exhibition of the record convince him that the 
cavity is a new one, probably an approximal cavity in which 
the dentin has been destroyed, leaving nothing but a thin wall 
of enamel above, which has suddenly broken down. The patient 
was honest in the belief that a filling had been dislodged. He 
had not only made the mistake regarding the loss of a filling, 
but probably may have underestimated the time since he was 
in for an examination. Had this patient gone elsewhere there 
would have been an opportunity for an unethical man to make 
capital out of it, but capital the increment from which would 
bring in poor returns. No one ever gains anything by pulling 
down someone else. He loses self-respect and lowers himself in 
the minds of those he hopes to gain as patients. Such practices 
never pay in any way. 

Many times I have had people come to me requesting an 
opinion on the services recently rendered by someone else. I 
kindly but firmly decline to give it; it is undignified to do other- 
wise. Always protect a worthy brother practitioner, even if he 
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has made a bad blunder. We all make mistakes; no one is in- 
fallible. I have many times saved a young practitioner great 
injury by saying a few kind words for him. A wise look, a shrug 
of the shoulders, is sometimes more damnable and contemptible 
even than outright saying mean things about a fellow prac- 
titioner. 

To be strictly ethical is only to be a self-respecting, true 
man. Let us prove to the world that we are not mere mechanics, 
but truly thoughtful, studious, ethical, professional men, and in 
time dentistry will take its place, where it belongs, by the side 
of the older professions. It lies with us to make it thus. — North- 
western Dental Journal, 
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The Ideal and the Practical.

In presenting this paper, brothers, It is not my intention or 
desire to add to the dental literature of the day, neither do I 
expect it will prove to be of much benefit to the practitioner 
of a few years* experience. But, knowing that the young graduate 
is beautifully supplied with theory, often at the expense of* 
practical knowledge, I make this attempt to set forth some of 
my experiences and deductions. 

The student is taught mainly the ideal operation, of what- 
ever class, his practical experience being somewhat limited, con- 
sequently the young dentist usually endeavors to perform such 
operation according to his theoretical idea without proper regard 
for its durability. Do not misunderstand me, students or gradu- 
ates, I believe that theory is very necessary, but I do say that 
the sooner the dentist discontinues to attempt the ideal without 
due regard for the practical, the quicker will success come to 
him. 

To define more clearly the term ideal as applied to this sub- 
ject I will give a few illustrations. A patient presents himself 
to you with a large portion of the mesial and occlusal surfaces 
of an upper central incisor missing, thus making necessary a 
large contour restoration with gold. The ideal would be to build 
out the angle of this filling to the natural contour, thus approxi- 
mating the angle of the adjacent incisor. The practical filling 
would be one with the angle not too prominent and well roundfa 
off. From an aesthetic standpoint the latter is not so perfect 
I must admit, but on the other hand is the former as useful? 
Now I wish to ask you readers, are you giving your patient the 
best — his money's worth — by placing a filling that is in danger 
of being dislodged, merely to gain the aesthetic? Again, are 
you doing yourself justice by thus endangering your reputation? 
In nearly every case I sacrifice beauty for utility and thereby 
benefit my patient and add to my own glory. 

Another patient presents himself with a badly broken down 
molar, with a large mesio-occluso cavity. The roots have been 
treated and filled, for it is reasonable to suppose that in such a 
case either a dead nerve or an exposed live one would be en- 
countered. The ideal filling would be the one with large ap- 
proxiraal contour and nicely carved cusps. I am now speaking 
of amalgam. With this condition I would not seek to obtain 
a natural contour, neither would I build up the cusps to any 
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extent. Owing to the thin walls and general weak condition 
of the tooth the less prominent filling would in the end be most 
successful. Always remember that nature can be imitated but 
not too closely followed. 

In how many cases requiring artificial dentures, either 
partial or full, can nature be followed to the letter? You must 
admit they are very few. In college I was taught to set up the 
teeth in a manner so as to imitate the natural line of beauty. 
But here again I seriously doubt the advisability of such a 
method. For in nearly every case in which I have sought to 
obtain this graceful curve, I have been nwre or less unsuccess- 
ful. 

How many students are taught to use gutta-percha in filling 
teeth? As a temporary filling it is often advocated in the college, 
but seldom as a permanent filling. To my mind there is no 
material which is a better tooth preserver or is more compatible 
with the oral tissues and secretions. Its limitations are many, 
but used with judgment it is unsurpassed. It stands to reason 
it will stand no strain nor wear, but its use is indicated in filling 
cavities in temporary teeth, small approximal cavities in perma- 
nent teeth, cervical cavities, pits, in fact all simple cavities on 
protected surfaces. 

It has often been stated that at the time of graduation the 
dentist is excellently prepared to commence learning, and with 
regard to practical methods this is certainly a fact. The 
problems which confront a young dentist and the diflaculties 
which he must conquer make the first few years of active practice 
very trying, yet extremely interesting. His judgment, honor, 
and ability are taxed daily to their utmost. And, brothers, do we 
not need these three qualities? Study each case, then decide; 
outline in your mind each step of the operation to be performed; 
then work for the best interest of your patient. Be polite and 
deferential to each patient; be kind and sympathetic; be firm, 
yet gentle.

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A Novel Method for Relieving Pain.

I shall never forget the first case in which I used Antiphlogistine. 
The patient had an upper bridge anchored to both cuspids, which were 
dead, and both second bicuspids. The bridge had been on for two 
years and contained ten teeth and the cuspids were encased in gold 
shell crowns. The patient was half crazy with pain and I was in a 
quandary as the best method of procedure.
